edto him in one view the whale misery of bis 
wieauon, the certanm, defeat of al! his late 
hopes, the loss of Gustanza, aad a future Ife 
of slavery. With a resolution, therejure, ra- 
ther to fall than submit, and preferring cur. 
tain death to the greater evil of servitude, he 
oppeted hime! to the whole crew o! the cor 
@ir, Who Were now boarding the surrendered 
ship. The lafidels appeared astonished, vid 
in some degree confounded by the vivaciry of 
bis courage ; and from the eflect of his: ogle 
position, it might have beeo jusiiy co clu. 
ded, that had he been seconded by the « Turis 
the remainder of the crew, the vess.| would 
hot have become the prey of the piraces. The 
temainder of the crew, however, was oceupi- 
td in othe@thoughts ; the rapidity of the ves- 
wis fighey woughi them upoa the eppo- 
tte coust; the saders, therefore, now availed 
themselves of this circumstance ; and whilst 
the attention of the pirates was occupied by 
the brave defence of Martuccio, they bs! 
ned a boat, and having histily descens- 
ed from the ship were rowing towar Is the ad- 
dcent land. | da the meantime Mirtoce o was 
-Ontiouing the coufliet, and with the rashoess 
of despair appeared to be resolved opon death 
Iwas ia Warn ttrart the captain of the corsair 
Made him the otter of his lite; Martuccio re- 
wwrned ao other reply, tham that they could 
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not dispose of what they had not yet gained. 
Courage, however, was fruitless against such 
an unequal force: Marteccio was at length 
disarmed, and beaten so the ground. The 
et agaio commanded him to beg his life ; 
artuccio again refused. One of the Infidels, 
irritated Ly his obstinacy, raised bis sabre to 
cleave his bead, bot his arm was arrested b 
the band of amet, the captaia of the vessel, 
Hamet wa ofa character not vousual among 
barbarians; a8 his chief quality was that of 
courage, he coasidered nothing in another so 
worthy ofesteem. The conduct of Martuc- 
cro hod excited this sentiment, aod the pre- 
servation of his life was, perhaps, owing to this 
favourable prejudice of his enemy. Hamet, 
frown the same feeling, arrested the uplifted 
sword of the purate.

** He has a !:beral presence, Hamet,” said 
the Dey, * and appears unfit for ordinary ser-

Hamet tere related his rash resistance to 
their boarding the Venetian ship.

Thus did Martuccio become the slave of the 
Dey. This was the most pleasing circum- 
stance which had occurred to him since his 
captivity, nor was be rendered so stupid by his 
calamity, bot thas be acknowledged this inci- 
dent as an unexpecied good fortyne.. His, 
hopes of liberty were not so desperate as ia the 
more private servitudecfHamet. His service 
was not burthensome—Ar was little more than 
attendance upon the person of the Dey; bis 
memory, however, sill preseated to him the 
image of his lost Gowanza. ‘* To what pur- 
pose,” said he, * should I tow recover my lib- 
erry ; the captain, my friend, ws dead; my 
duca's have become the prey of the pirates; 
Gostanza, theretore, is lost forever.” 

In this manner did Martuccio consume the 
days and nights ef bis captivity ; bis former 
hopes were now succeeded by a more anreas 
sonable despoudeavy : he dd not re tlect thac 
the desiyys of the Being who governs the fite 
of ovr lives, were seldom accomplished but by 
indirect means, and that a hupp. eveut was 
SsomeUMEeSs wever sO NENT 23 W. ef LO CBF more 
limited sight wappeated at the greatest dis.

1. is the bepoy eflect of time to wear away 
the impressons of the greatest calamity ; it 
did not, however, thus operate upon the mind 
of Gostanza. Her melancholy increased, and 
became at lengih so iotolerst'e, that vothing 
but the sease of religion restrained het hand 
from suicide. ‘There canwot, indeed, be a see 
verer grief than that which arises from the ut- 
ter rula of the Lopes of lovers 5 it is the pecue 
tiar nalure of this passion to fill and monopolize 
the whole soul ; it is wo sooner, theselore, de- 
s'royed, (hun leaves Lebiad « a mournful 
vacuity, a ¢reary void. The wound of love, 
thos corn asuuger, is beyood the temédy of 
consolation ;, the soul is occupied only with 
the indulgence of its grief, aud averts with 
sull greater horror from every offesed relief, 
Such wate gloomy sete of Gostanz>, and 
such is that of any ottier ander the sutferance 
of the same calamity. Her déspondency was 
the mere conspicuous to the eycs of her friende 
in proportion to the former garety of her dis. 
position; her features now had lost their hith. 
erio never ablseut smile; her countepaace 
might bave served a painter for the mmage of 
despair, In vain, however, did her father at. 
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tempt to divert hee despsir; Lysimechus, as we 
have before mentioned, had no other fault but thar 
of avarice, and he had ever loved his dauglter with 
an aficetion truly paternal; all the power and op- 
portunities which bis buundiess wealth afforded, 
were now exerted in vain.
